Humor.

Mr. Low claims, in effect, that
farce and not comedy is the
measure of American humorous
appreciation ; and that "a fine
discernment of the absurd" is

rare among us as compared with
what may, perhaps, be summed
up as a boisterous recognition of
the incongruous. And doubtless
he is right. There is certainly,
for instance, a marked difference
between our own and the English
method of presenting the humor
of those odd examples of person
ality that we call 'characters."
We in America are neither poor
in queer types nor backward in
exploiting them. But it is our
literary habit to emphasize their
queerness and let their normal
humanness (if it is lucky enough
to get into the picture) serve as
background; whereas your En-

glishman, in a like case, will nine
times out of ten go at it the other
way about and, by placing" their
essential humanity in the fore-

ground, leave the absurity of thei
oddness to dawn laughably upon
a "finer discernment." It is only

fair to say in our own defense,
however, that if we are somewhat
slow at learning to practise the
subtler method, we seem to be

making progress in esteeming it.
We have long, to cite a simple
case, given a ready appreciation
to W. W. Jacobs, who may be de-

scribed in this regard as writing
for beginners.
